luable Piece upon feveral Accounts. That 

Prince was engaged in fo many Wars, and 

proved fo Succefsful in his Enterprizes, that his Hiftory 
is a Continued Series of wonderful Events. Egimhartus 
had all che neceffary Qualifications to tranfmit to Pofte. 
rity the Hiftory of that Emperor. He was bred up in 
his Court from his younger Years, and honoured with 
feveral confiderable Employments ; and therefore he de- 
clares, that no body could give a more Faithful Account 
of what pafsd under the Reign of Charlemagne, becaufe 
he had been an Ocular Witnets of it. Befides, he feems 
to write with great Impartiality ; and, what is moré fur- 
prizing, his Style is fo clear and elegant, confidering the 
Age he liv’d in, that fome Learned Men have been of O- 
Pinion , that it was polifh’d and beautify’d by the firft E- 
ditor, But the contrary appears from all the Menu- 


{cripts, which agree wich the printed Copies. It were 
to be wifh’d, that Eginbartus had been more particular in 
defcribing the great Exploits of Charlemagne : He is 
fomewhat too fhort ; and one would. think that Suetonis 
was tlie Model he propofed to bimfelf_in writing the 
Life of that Emperor. However, he difcovers fo great 
a Judgment, and his way of writing is fo agrevable, thir 
he may be look’d upon as the beft Hiftorian of the mid- 
dle Ages. 

To give an Account of the Editor's Performance, I 
fhall obferve, 1. That he has carefully compared the Lift 
of Charlemagne with feveral Manufcripts and Editions. 
2. He has inferted under the Text a large Commentary 
confifting of his own Notes and thofe of Beffélius , to 
which he has added the greateft part of Bo#andus’s Obfe:- 
vations upon the Life of St. Charles in the Ala Sanorun. 
3. The Readers will find at the end of this Book the Re- 
marks of Goldaftus, ( never before publith’d ) upon the 
Life of Charlemagne , and a Diflertation of Margquardus 
Freherus concerning the Stature of that Emperor,reprinted 
with the Notes of Henry Gunterus Thulemarius. All thofe 


‘Obfervations are very Learned, and of great ufe to un- 


derftand not only the Life of Charlemagne, but alfo the 
Hiftory of the VIlIch and 1Xth Centuries. 4. The laft 
Piece is entitled , Hermanni Comitis Nuenarii brevis narra- 
tio de origine & fedibus prifcorum Francorum. 5.M. Schmincke 


‘has prefixed to this Volumea Difflertation, wherein he 


gives an Account of the Life and Writings of Eginbartus. 
I thall, in the next Place, take notice of fome few Paffa. 
ges relating to Churlemagne. 

Some Monkith Hiftorians fay , that Eginhartus married 
a Daughter of that Emperor; and chey tell a pleafant 
Story about it. But M. Schmincke believes this Story 
was forged in thefe Monafteries , that were founded or 
enriched by Eginmbartus ; and that the Monks, in order td 
make their Founder and Benefa€tor as great as they could; 
gave out that he was Son-in-Law to Charlemagne. 

Tis a furprizing thing,that Eginbartus fhould have been 
wholly ignorant of the Place where that Prirtcé was born, 
and how he had been bred up. The Thing appears fd 
extraordinary, that ic will not be improper to fet down 
hisown Words. De cujus nativitate O iafahtia, vel etiam 
pucritia, quia neque feriptis ufquam aliquid declaratum'cft, 
neque suibste modo fuperef[e invenitur, qui hordm fe dicas 
habere notitiam, feribere ineptum judicans, ad altus & mires, 
cateralquevite iliue partes explicandas ac demonftrandas, o- 
miffis incognitis, tranfire difpofui. ‘The Monks who lived 
after Eginhartus, pretended to know what that Hiftorian 
was ignorant of , and gave as particular an Account or 
‘thatEmperor’s Bitth,as if they had been prefent at his Mos 
ther’s Delivery. Go/dafius appears very angry with chem 
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upon this Account, and exclaims againft "em in the fol- 
lowing manner : “ Quz enim & quam ridicula ofiofi iii 
“ & ventricofi Monachi confinxere ? At vero 
“ Scriptores illi belliflimi fuper Caroli nativitate haut fe- 
“ cus narrant , ac fi obftetrices in partione fuifient. Ur 
“« ponam nunc ad compendium, que de ejus literatura, 
‘« robore, veracitate, aufpicio Imperii, fictis liberis, mo- 
“ nomachiis, Gigantum pugnis, aliifque id genus multi« 
“< eudine innumerabilibus, a Nebulonibus iftis commi- 
“ nifcuntur, qui, fi arbitratu meo liceat,omnes obliteran- 
“« di eflent, ita nebulis fuis lucem veritatis pejus cono 
“ collinunt. Nunc quando ad meliorum rerum incitas 
“ redatti, illis carere nequimus, monfiri multum bibac 
 oportet, eorum qui poflic perpeti audaciam. 

Charlemagne undertook to fubdue the Saxons , and to 
bring over thofe Heathens to Chriftianity with Fire and 
Sword. This War lafted XXXIII. Years: Icis the long- 
eft and the moft bloody Dragoonade recorded in Hiftory. 
At laft, a Peace was concluded with the Saxons, upon this 
Condition, that they fhould forfake their Idolatrous Wor- 
fhip, and embrace the Chriftian Faith, ‘ Eaque conditi- 
“one a Rege propofita & ab illis fufcepta , trattum per 
“ tor annos bellum conftat efle finitum, ut abjecto Da- 
“ monum cultu, & reliftis patriis ceremonits, Chriftiane 
“ fidei atque Religionis Sacramenta fufciperent, & Fran- 
“ cjs adunati, unus cum eis populus efficerentur. 

Perhaps feveral Readers will be well pleafed to find 
here a fhort Account of the chief Deities worfhipp’d by 





the Ancient Germans before their Converfion to Chriftia. 


nicy. Thoron, Vodan and his Wife Frigga or Frea, ( from 
whence our Thurfday, Wednefday , and Friday have been 
call’d) were the great Objects of their Adoration, They 
worfhipp’d Thoron under the Shape of an old Man ftand- 
ing upon a Fith , and holding a Wheel and a Pitcher. 
Frigga was reprefented under the Figure of a naked Wo- 
man : She hada burning Torch upon her Breaft, a Globe 
in her Right Hand,and Three golden Apples in her Left. 
Thofe Two Idols were deftroyed by Charlemagne , as 
Kranzius fays, Saxon. lib. 11. cap. 12. Wodan, the God of 
War, call’d Herman by the Saxons, was worfhipp’d by 
them till the Reign of Charlemagne, who in the Year 772. 
pull’d down his Statue commonly call'd Irminfula., The 
Saxons and the Angli, who had the fame Original, paid a 
particular Worfhip to the Goddefs Afar or Offar ; from 
whichthe Month of Apri] was call’d among all che Ger- 
mans Oofter monat, and the Day on which we celebrate the 
Refurreétion of Chrift, Oofern (or Eafter.) A Paflage of 
Beda deferves to be inferted here. Aprilis Eoftarmonath, 
(fays he, Lid. de Temporum ratione cap. 13. ) qui nunc Paf- 
chalis menfis interpreratur, quondam a Dea illorum, que Eottre 
vocabatur, CO cui in illo fefta celebrant, nomen habuitt a cu- 
jus nomine nunc Pafchale tempus cognominatur , confucto anti~

Eginhartus informs US , that the Power of the franks 


was always fufpefted by the Greeks and the Romans : 
Which occafion’d this Proverb , Make the Franks your 
Friends , but not your Neighbours. ‘ Erat enim femper Re- 
‘manis & Grecis Francorum fufpecta Potentia, unde & 
‘ illud Grecum extat Proverbium :

Charlemagne was fo fond of his Daughters, that he 
would never marry any of them : He ufed to fay he 
could not be without ‘em. Thofe Princefles, who 
were very handfome, endeavour’d to indemnify them. 
felves fome other way. Their Father connived at their 
Gallantry , and appear'd very eafy about it. I fhall tec 
down Eginhartus’s own Words. “ Que (filiz) cum pul-

2. Mr. David Home, a Scotch Minifter, brought a Let. 
ter from King James I. to this Synod, concerning fome 
Difputes about a Theological Point in the Retormed 
Churches of France. Wheteupon the Affembly order’d 
that a Copy of that Letcer fhould be fenr to their Deputy 
General at Court, to remove the Sulpicions ic might oc- 
cafion, and to make it appear that King James's Lecter did 
not run upon any State-Affair, but only upon a Doftrine 
in which all the Reformed Churches o Europe were cons 
cern'd, Pag. s. 


3 Mr. Home reprefented to the Affembly , that the 
King of Great Britain had order’d him to exhort them 
in his Name to preferve an Uniformity of Do&rine 
among the Paftors, Profeflors and Leaders of their 
Churches, without offending thofe who taught theThec« 
logy of the German Churches, and others who had not 
the fame Opinion about Juttification, or explain’d it in a 
different manner. He defired them particularly 
to take Cognizance of the Difpute between M. dz 
Moulin and M. Tilenus. Mr. Home addéd , that the King 
was very zealous for the Propagation of all the 
Churches of God, and particularly for thofe of France.

The Affembly having read again the Letter of 
the King of Great Britain, order’d that du Moulin and 
Tilenus fhould be reconciled, according to the King’s 
Uelire ; and propofed a Method for their Reconcilia- 
tion. Pag. 37, 38. 


4. The following Decree is very remarkable. “ —— 
‘6 We alfo enjoin our Deputies-General , moft humbly 
co befeech Their Majefties, that we may be exempt- 
“ed from the hard Neceffity, (laid upon us with 
“ more Violence than ever, and contrary to the Li- 
<* berty of Confcience , which has been fo often pro- 
‘« mifed to us,) of calling our felves of the Pretended Re- 
‘* formed Religion. We had rather fuffer all forts of Tor- 
‘“<“ments, than condemn with our own Mouth our True

5. This Synod propofed an Expedient to reunite the 
Ghriflian Churches that have shaken off tie Pope's Yoke, and 
so compofe their Differences, and thofe that might arife among 
them hereafter. This Proje of Reunion appears to me 
an Excellent Piece, and deferves to be read by all Curi- 
ous Readers. It is too long to be inferted here ; and a 
bare Extra& would give but an imperfe& Notion of it. 
I fhall only obferve , that this Synod exprefs’d a great 
Moderation’; wherein they were noc imitated by the {o's 
lowing Synods.

te Br informed that your Affembly was to be held 
. in Gafcogne, on the Firft of May, in which many 
Peifons have engaged to renew the Controverfy con- 
cerning Jujtification, and to force Men’s Confciences to 
aflent, againit their own Judgment, to fome Opinions, 
of which they have not fo much as a clear Notion; We 
have thought fic to fend you Mr. Home, (one of our Sub- 
jets, and who is alfo one of your Paftors, ) with this 
Letter, to exhort you in our Name to prevent your 
Paftors and Profeffors quarrelling one with another 
about fome Queftions more fubtile than ufeful , 
and more curious than neceflary ; and to endeavour 
to allay thote Animofities, which are already grown 
too violent among your Minifters ; and to extinguifh 
thofe {mall Sparks of Diffention, which lighting upon 
Wood, Hay, Scubble, and other fuch Matters rather 
light than heavy and folid, may {t you on fire, and 
occafion a Schilm , thac will prove your Deftru&ion, 
unlefs you prevent and {lifle if in its Birth, by con- 
demaning to the Flames thofe Books, Papers, and Ma- 
nufcripts, which are only fit to keep up the Fire of 
Controverjies, inftead of contributing to your F dificati- 
on, and which give occafion to the Lnemies of the 
Church of God to take Advan-age of your Weaknets, 
and to confirm themfelves in their Errors. We defire 
you ina particular Manner to compote thé Differences 
between M. du Moulin and M. Tilenus, (if you take cog- 
nizance ofthem, and if that Affair be referred to you,) 
by way of Arbitration, which appears to me the bett, 
and in fuch a manner that whilft you pacify their Dif- 
ferences , you make it appear that you have a great E- 
fteem for the Gifts of God that are in thofe’ Two Men. 
The Honour with which God has invefted us , by rai- 
fing us to the highelt Station in the Church, for the 
Detenfe of Truth, and our earneft Defire of feeing 
Peace and Union flourith among all thofe, who fincere« 
“ Jy profels Chriftianity, and the Care wet take of 
your Prelervation, as being the firflt who have thrown 
“ off che Yoke of Idolatry , move us to deal freely with 

you. We hope from your Prudence , that all Matters 
will be pacified and amicably adjufted among you, as 
we have commanded Mr. Home to exhort you to itmore 
earneitly in our Name, to. whom you may give Credir, 
receiving him as our Meffenger, and as a Man very 
well known to you, and commendable for his good 
“ Qualities, being paiticularly a great Lover of Peace, 

which we recommend to you above all ching Thus 
we pray God to blefs your Conferences and Confulrari- 
ons , and to keep you for ever under his Prote&ion.

Leibnitz has prefixed a Curious and Learned Pre- 
M . face to the new Edition of the Annals of Bava- 
ria written by John Adlzreitter, and by Father Brunner. 
‘That Edition is entitled :

M. Leibnitz fays in his Preface, That there are no Hi- 
ftorians of any part of the Upper Germany preferable ro 
thofe of Bavaria. He commends % Aventinus, and calls 
him a Faithful and Judicious Hiftorian, abating fome An- 
cient Fa&ts which he took from Fabulous Writers : Be- 
fides, he obferves that the Hiftory of Aventinus is writ- 


‘ten with fome Elegance. Thofe, who cry down that Hi- 


ftorian, (fays M. Leibnitz,) becaufe he very much refleés 
upon the Clergy on account of their vicious Lives,fhould 
forgive him, confidering that he is perhaps the firft Wri- 
ter, who denied that there ever was a Pope Joan , though 
it was generally believed before his time. 

M. Leibnitz {peaking of Marcus Velferus mantains, that 
he isthe Author of the Squitinio dea Liberta Veneta, and 
that thofe are miftaken, who afcribe it to the Marquis a? 
la Cueva. Velferus began to write the Hiftory of Bavaria, 
but he went no farther than the Fall of Thafilo. Maximi- 
lian, Duke, and then Ele&tor of Bavaria, ordered Father 
Andrew Brunner a Jefuit to write a compleat Hiftory of 
that Country ; which he did in Three Volumes in 8vo. 
Printed at Munich in 1624, 1629, and 1637. But this 
Work does not reach farther than the Year 1314. or the 
beginning of the Reign of Lewis of Bavaria. Father 
Rrunner did not think fic to compofe the Hiftory of that 
Emperor, being fenfible that he could nor do it without 
difpleafing Maximilien or the Court of Rome. Nicolas Bur- 
gundus undertook to vindicate that Emperor by Maximili- 
ans Order ; and George Herwart did the fame againft Bzo- 
vine. Atlaft, John Adlzreitter was pitch’d upon to write 
the Hiftory of Bavaria from the very beginning to his 
owntime. He finifh’d it in 1662. and dedicated it to the 
EleSor Ferdinand Maria.

M Heuman has put out a Treatife concerning Ano. 
® nymous and Pfeudonymous Books; which is a 
kind of Supplement to the Large Work of Placcius relas 
ting to the fame Subject.

This Book, confifting of t4 Sheets, is divided into 
Two Parts. In the Firft, the Author fhews how many 
different ways the true Name of an Author may be dif- 
guifed. He enquires whether an Author may publifh a 
Book without putting his Name to it. He propofes fe. 
veral Critical Rules to find out the true Name of an Au- 
thor. Laftly, He fhews of what Ufe the Difcovery of 
Anonymous and Pfeudonymous Writers may’ be. ‘He 
maintains, by virtue of his Critical Rules, that the Epi- 
ftle to the Hebrews was written by ApoZos , mention’d in 
the XVIIIth Chapter of the 4s ; and wonders any body 
fhould afcribe it to St. Paul. 

In the Second Part, M. Heuman takes notice of fome 
Miftakes committed by Placcixs, and makes fome Additi- 
ons to the Work of that Author. To give fome Inftan. 
ces of this Part of his Performance ; he alledges a Paflage 
of Languetws, whereby he pretends to prove ,~ that that 
famous Writer is the Author of the Vindicie contra Ty- 
rannos, publifh’d under the fititious Name of Stephanus 
Funias Brutus. He alfo maintains againft M. Bayle , that 
Languetus writ the Preface to that Book, under the Name 
of Conon Superantius Vafco. He afcribes to Lelits Socinns 
the Book entitled de non occidendis Hereticis, and printed 
under the Name of Minins Ce/fus , which others attribute 
to Caftalro. &c.
